City wants arena 
developers to build 
new office space 


Process postponed. 

Report also shows 
preferred location for 
new tower is where 
Staples is now

While the city has officially 
suspended the process to find 
350,000 square feet of office 
space, city administrators 
were recommending in July an 
agreement be negotiated with 
the developers of the down¬ 
town arena. 

Instead of starting those ne¬ 
gotiations however, city coun¬ 
cillors asked for more informa¬ 
tion and voted to postpone the 
process until after the election. 

The revelation comes in cop¬ 


ies of a private report provided 
exclusively to Metro. 

In an in-camera session in 
July, council was presented 
with a report suggesting the city 
should start negotiations with 
the EAD Development partner¬ 
ship, which is developing the 
area around the arena. 

After reviewing 14 requests 
for the new space, the report 
concluded the proposal for a 
new office tower on the comer 
of 101 Street and 104 Avenue, 
the current Staples store, was 
the clear winner. 

“A systematic review of all 
14 submissions was under¬ 
taken using the council ap¬ 
proved criteria. As a result 
there were three that distin¬ 
guished themselves from all 
received; however the EAD de¬ 
velopment Partnership project 
scored higher than all others,” 
reads the report. 

Currently, city staff work 


across nine downtown office 
buildings in a variety of leased 
and city-owned space and the 
hope was to consolidate. 

The city put forward the re¬ 
quest for proposals in Februaiy 
and had a specific evaluation 
criteria for selecting the suc¬ 
cessful bidder and a fairness 
advisor who saw no problems 
with the city’s process. 

Jodi Tauber, a spokesperson 
for the city, stressed no decision 
has been made on the project 
and that council only asked for 
more information. 

“The motion that council 
actually made was that no deci¬ 
sion be made and it come back 
on November 13 with addition¬ 
al information,” she said. 

In a letter to all 14 bidders 
on the city’s contract were 
told the process had been sus¬ 
pended, but there was no men¬ 
tion the city already had a pre¬ 
ferred proponent.

Sandhu ruling 


Alberta’s ethics 
boss says it wasOK 
for MLA to lobby 
forowninterests 

An Alberta government 
backbencher who lobbied 
bureaucrats and fellow 
politicians to make legisla¬ 
tive changes to benefit 
his company did nothing 
wrong, the province’s 
ethics commissioner ruled 
Thursday. 

Ethics commissioner 
Neil Wilkinson, in a 
written judgment, said 
that while Peter Sandhu 
wanted changes to hen 
rules to benefit his home- 
building company, it was 
not a conflict of interest 
because other home-build¬ 
ing companies would have 
benefited as well. 

“Sandhu’s persistence 
in this matter created an 
appearance of conflict 
of interest, but did not 
amount to an improper 
use of his office,” wrote 
Wilkinson in the judg¬ 
ment. 

Sandhu, member of the 
legislature for Edmonton- 
Manning, stepped out 
from Premier Alison’s Red- 
ford Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive caucus when the issue 
surfaced in a CBC report 
on May 14. 

A spokesman for his 
constituency office said he 
would not be commenting 
Thursday, although 
Sandhu did take to Face- 
book and Twitter to issue a 
statement. 

“Thank you to constitu¬ 
ents, family, friends and 
supporters, your support 
during this investigation 
was invaluable and gave 
me strength,” he wrote. 

Redford must now 
decide whether to bring 
Sandhu back into caucus.

The man in charge of front¬ 
line health care for all Alberta 
patients resigned Thursday, 
with critics saying blame for 
the constant turmoil at the 
highest ranks of the system 
must now be placed at the 
door of Health Minister Fred 
Horne. 

Dr. Chris Eagle, in a state¬ 
ment, said he was stepping

“This is a personal and 
very difficult decision, but it 
is one that is right for me and 
for our organization,” said 
Eagle in the statement. 

“I have spent the last three 
years leading AHS, the largest 
health care authority in the 
countiy, and it has been my 
privilege to have had that op¬ 
portunity.” 

Alberta Health Services 
handles front-line care as a 
stand-alone entity, but ultim¬ 
ately answers to Horne and 
his department. 

Dr. John Cowell, the chief 
administrator of the organ¬ 
ization, said chief financial 
officer Duncan Campbell will 


take over while the search be¬ 
gins for a replacement. 

The change is coming at 
a good time “in that we are 
about to embark on a new 
(streamlined) organizational 
structure, Cowell said. 

“I can tell you there’s out¬ 
standing buy-in.” 

The resignation is more 
upheaval for Alberta Health 
Services, which was created 
in 2008 as the province’s 
health regions were amal¬ 
gamated under one board in 
order to reduce costs and in¬ 
crease efficiency. 

Since then, the system has 
been wracked with organiza¬ 
tional shalceups and blowups.

Don Iveson is hoping to 
achieve more with his run for 
mayor than winning the job. 
The two-term councillor is 


hoping that he can start a con¬ 
versation about where the city 
should be headed. 

“We approached this elec¬ 
tion as an opportunity to get 
Edmontonians excited about 
Edmonton,” he said during an 
editorial board meeting Thurs¬ 
day with Metro. 

Iveson said he thinks Ed¬ 
montonians want to have a 
bigger conversation about the 
direction of the city, but he also 
knows that getting the streets 
plowed and the potholes filled 
has to be done before that con¬ 
versation can take place. 


“If they don’t have confi¬ 
dence that city hall has the 
basics under control and those 
services are being delivered 
cost effectively, than it really 
is hard to raise the level of de¬ 
bate.” 

Iveson said when his cam¬ 
paign team first got around 
a kitchen table to discuss the 
race they wanted to make sure 
they were presenting a vision 
for the city. 

“We started with a basic 
idea that if you gave people 
something to vote for, rath¬ 
er than something to vote 


against, it just might be a city¬ 
building opportunity,” she 
said. 

Iveson said they believe it’s 
a winning strategy, but that is 
not the only reason they did it. 

“We hope that would trans¬ 
late to victoiy, but if it doesn’t I 


will be proud of what my team 
has done,” he said. 

He said so much is going 
right in Edmonton right now 
that he believes this election 
could be transformational. 

“I really do think the city is 
near a significant turning point, 


it might be Monday,” he said. 

Iveson said the jabs at his 
experience are not well found¬ 
ed and he has served his con¬ 
stituents well. 

“I didn’t get 77 per cent of 
the vote last time by sitting 
around,” he said. 

Iveson’s said any perceived 
status as a frontrunner is both 
a blessing and a curse. 

“If people don’t show up 
and vote they could be sur¬ 
prised with the results,” he 
said. “Until the last vote is 
counted on Oct. 21 you just 
don’t know.”

Sex trade. Controversial

A new ad campaign was turn¬ 
ing heads and putting the harsh 
realities of sexual exploitation 
in the spotlight this week. 

The Chrysalis Anti-Human 
Trafficking Network launched 
the controversial campaign 
that initially appeared on the 
website sexwork4u.com and 
was designed to appear as a 
recruitment site for underage 
girls looking to get into sex 
work. 

The website changed Thurs¬ 
day, making it clear it wasn’t 
real — but the problem is. 

“We talked a lot about how 
much Edmontonians handle 
in terms of what could they 
stand to know,” said Jacqueline 
Linder, of the Chiysalis Anti-Hu- 
man Trafficking Network. 

Linder said the fact some 
people were outraged when 
the site first launched is ac¬ 
tually a good sign. “That tells us 
people are outraged when they 
are aware. It’s simply an aware¬ 
ness issue, not an indifference 
issue,” she said.

In case you don’t follow 
municipal politics or were 
struck with recent amnesia, 
Councillor Karen Leibovici’s 
mayoral campaign message 
is about two things: experi¬ 
ence and leadership. 

To underline the experi¬ 
ence part, she published her 
resume to some fanfare and 
goaded her opponents to do 
the same. She came up with 
a mantra about how the city 
needs a doer, not a writer or 
blogger, as if Councillors 
Kerry Diotte and Don Ive- 
son were fringe candidates, 
not her colleagues. 

The apex of her war cry 
occurred when, at a fund¬ 
raiser, she told an audience 
that the city would “grind 
to a halt” if she wasn’t 
elected. 

Excuse me? 

At what point does ex¬ 
perience become entitle¬ 
ment and confidence be¬ 
come arrogance?

“The only candidate to 
keep our city moving for¬ 
ward,” according to herself, 
recently titled a press re¬ 
lease Leibovici: Only Can¬ 
didate to Support Arts in 
Campaign. 

Not only is that wholly 
untrue, but if you read it, 
you’d know a more appro¬ 
priate title would be Leibo¬ 
vici: The Only Candidate to 
Mention Preexisting Arts 
Support and Pretend it’s 
Her Idea. 

A more memorable act 
of political jockeying was 
her response to Iveson’s cri¬ 
tique of property taxes, in 
which she said a property 
tax “leaves renters and low- 
income earners alone.” 

Of course, when prop¬ 
erty taxes increase, land¬ 
lords usually kick up fees 
and renters, regardless of 
income, shell out more for 
the same home. 

You would think that 
with all that experience 
she’d understand basic eco¬ 
nomics. 

So fixated has she been 
on taking down her oppon¬ 
ents’ visions that it’s not 


clear what hers is. 

She’s a doer. OK. She 
doesn’t like red tape. Great. 
She thinks seniors deserve 
better. Who doesn’t? She 
will bring inclusion back to 
City Hall. Was it absent? 

It doesn’t surprise me 
to see vapid posturing 
wouldn’t come from such 
an experienced person. This 
is hubris at work. 

We’ve all witnessed the 
most accomplished person 
in the workplace act as if 
they don’t have to justify 
his or her views or offer 
specifics to move an idea 
forward. 

Indeed, Leibovici’s dec¬ 
ades in municipal and prov¬ 
incial government are im¬ 
pressive, and in June I would 
have told you that it made 
her the clear frontrunner. 
But as the polls have shown, 
the fire has fizzled. 


My guess is it’s because 
she’s spent so much time 
on herself, or on the at¬ 
tack, that she lost focus of 
the other pillar of her cam¬ 
paign: Leadership. 

Further, Leibovici’s con¬ 
stant attacking of her op¬ 
ponents’ inexperience, spe¬ 
cifically Iveson’s, has lost 
her the under-40s crowd. 
And in Canada’s second 
youngest metropolitan city 
(median age 36) that will 
cost her more on Monday 
than perhaps she antici¬ 
pated. 

These disenfranchised 
voters are people who will 
tell you that experience

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New Habitat for Humanity homes go green 


Riverdale. Official 
says energy-efficient 
duplexes yield ‘next to 
nothing in utility cost’ 


Two families will be sav¬ 
ing money and energy after 
they were given the keys 
Thursday to the first-ever 
NetZero Energy Precast con¬ 


crete homes built in North 
America. 

Located in Riverdale, 
the energy-efficient du¬ 
plexes were made available 
through Habitat for Human¬ 
ity. They will shelter one 
family of five and another 
family of four. 

“It’s an amazing piece of 
architecture and construc¬ 
tion,” said Alfred Nikolai, 
president and CEO of Habi¬ 


tat for Humanity Edmon¬ 
ton. 

The 1,100-square-unit 
homes are built with pre¬ 
cast concrete, allowing 
them to benefit from ther¬ 
mal mass and use solar pan¬ 
els for electricity. The units 
will be monitored for the 
next two years by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology for their efficiency. 

“These two families have 


next to nothing in utility 
cost so it’s another way 
of creating an affordable 
home,” said Nikolai. 

Volunteers began con¬ 
struction on July 10, 2012, 
and a total of 3,050 hours 
were given by 159 volun¬ 
teers.

Spanish police 
arrest 17 suspects 
in jewelry heist 

Spanish police have ar¬ 
rested 17 people for their 
role in stealing watches 
worth 23 million euros 
($32 million), resolving one 
of the country’s biggest 
jewelry heists, police say. 

A police statement 
Thursday said the thieves 
used sophisticated laser 
equipment to break into 
a Madrid watch store in 
broad daylight in December 
2012 and steal the watches 
without setting off alarms. 

The gang then made 
contact with other crim¬ 
inal groups to off-load the 
watches on black markets 
in China. Police say they 
have managed to recover 
300 of them.

France Students 
tried to march to 
Interior Ministry, but 
were blocked by riot 
police with shields 
and helmets 


Several hundred French 
teenagers erected barricades 
outside their schools and 
marched through Paris on 
Thursday to protest the police 
expulsions of immigrant fam¬ 
ilies — including some of their 
classmates. 

Police sprayed tear gas at a 
few students throwing project¬ 
iles but most marched peace¬ 
fully, some climbing on bus 
shelters to shout demands for 
the interior minister’s resigna¬ 
tion. 

Anger erupted this week 
over the treatment of a 
15-year-old Kosovar girl who 


was detained in front of class¬ 
mates on a field trip. The gov¬ 
ernment says her eight-mem¬ 
ber family had been denied 
asylum and was no longer al¬ 
lowed to stay in France. 

Such expulsions occur 
regularly around France as 
the government tries to limit 
illegal immigration. But the 
treatment of the girl touched 
a nerve, with critics saying po¬ 
lice went too far and betrayed 
France’s image as a champion 
of human rights. 

The students, saying the ex¬ 
pulsions are unfair to children, 
hope to pressure France’s 
Socialist-led government to al¬ 
low the girl and a recently ex¬ 
pelled Armenian boy to return 
to France. 

At one high school in Paris, 
students piled green garbage 
cans in front of the entrance 
and hung a banner saying 
“Education in Danger.” 

“Eveiybody should have 


a chance. Eveiybody should 
have a job, work and have a 
family. When children tiy to 
achieve that, France refuses, 
and that is not my coun¬ 
try,” said protester Romain 
Desprez. 

The Kosovar girl, Leonarda 
Dibrani, told The Associated 
Press from the northern Kos¬ 
ovo city of Mitrovica that she 
wants to return to France. 
Activists say her family fled 
Kosovo about five years ago be¬ 
cause they are Roma, or Gyp¬ 
sies, and faced discrimination 
and few opportunities. 

“My home is in France,” 
Dibrani said in French. “I don’t 
speak the language here and I 
don’t know anyone. I just want 
to go back to France and forget 
eveiything that happened.” 

The French government 
launched an investigation into 
her detention, and is expected 
to announce the results Friday.

Tourism. Vatican official 
fears pollution will limit 
access to Sistine Chapel 


The head of the Vatican Mu¬ 
seums warned Thursday he 
might be forced to limit the 
number of visitors to the Sis¬ 
tine Chapel if its new air-con¬ 
ditioning and air-purification 
systems don’t significantly 
reduce “dangerous” pollution 
levels. 

Antonio Paolucci told a 
conference that he was confi¬ 
dent the new system, which 
is expected to be operational 
at the end of 2014, would curb 
the dust, humidity and carbon 
dioxide that are dulling and 
discolouring Michelangelo’s 
frescoed masterpiece. 

But he warned: “If this pro¬ 
ject doesn’t work, I’ll be forced 


to impose a limited number (of 
visitors).” 

Some 5.5 million people 
are expected to visit the Vati¬ 
can Museums this year. Dur¬ 
ing high season some 20,000 
people a day enter the in¬ 
timate Sistine Chapel. The 
numbers mean a significant 
increase in the amount of 
humidity and dirt that are 
brought into the tiny space. 

The aim of the air condi¬ 
tioning system is to stabil¬ 
ize pollution levels, with the 
maximum set at 800 particles 
per million. At its worst, the 
Sistine Chapel sees levels of 
pollution more than twice

‘All hell broke loose’ 
in shale gas protest 


New Brunswick. 

RCMP say 40 people 
arrested after cop cars 
were set ablaze, Molotov 
cocktails thrown 


The RCMP say dozens of people 
were arrested Thursday after 
Molotov cocktails were thrown 
at officers and police vehicles 
torched when they began en¬ 
forcing an injunction to end 
an ongoing demonstration 
against shale gas exploration 
in eastern New Brunswick. 

Const. Jullie Rogers-Marsh 
said at least five RCMP vehicles 
were destroyed after they were 
set ablaze and at least one shot 


was fired by someone other 
than a police officer at the site 
of the protest in Rexton. 

“The RCMP has worked dili¬ 
gently with all parties involved 
in hopes for a peaceful resolu¬ 
tion. Those efforts have not 
been successful,” Rogers-Marsh 
said. “Tensions were rising and 
serious criminal acts were and 
are being committed.” 

The Mounties said at least 
40 people were arrested for 
firearms offences, threats, 
intimidation, mischief and 
violating the court-ordered in¬ 
junction. 

The RCMP began enforcing 
the injunction at around 7:30 
a.m. to end the blockade of a 
compound where energy com¬ 
pany SWN Resources stores ex¬ 


ploration equipment. 

The protesters, who include 
members of the Elsipogtog 
First Nation, want SWN Re¬ 
sources to stop seismic testing 
and leave the province. 

Robert Levi, a councillor 
with the Elsipogtog, said he 
went to the protest site early 
Thursday after hearing the 
RCMP had moved in to begin 
enforcing the injunction. 

Levi said police pepper- 
sprayed dozens of people after 
9:30 a.m. when he arrived with 
the chief and council. 

“They sprayed the crowd 
that was there,” he said in an 
interview. “The chief was man¬ 
handled a little bit and all hell 
broke loose.”

Claude Carignan, the gov¬ 
ernment’s leader in the Sen¬ 
ate, introduced motions to 
suspend Mike Duffy, Pamela 
Wallin and Patrick Brazeau, 
three of four senators at the 
heart of the scandal.

NDP ethics critic Char¬ 
lie Angus won the support

Thursday for his bid to have 
a Commons committee deter¬ 
mine whether Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper deliberately 
misled the Commons over 
the Senate expenses scandal 
or was deceived by his own 
staff. 

The Senate motions, 
which will be voted on next 
week, say the suspensions 
are necessaiy to “protect the 
dignity and reputation of the 
Senate and the public’s trust 
in Parliament” and refer to 
the senators’ “gross negli¬ 
gence in the management” of 
parliamentary resources.

A security guard on the look¬ 
out for shoplifters searched 
two teenage girls as they left 
a Manhattan lingerie shop 
Thursday afternoon and dis¬ 
covered one of them was 
carrying a fetus in her bag, 
police said. 


The 17-year-old girls were 
shopping at a Victoria’s Se¬ 
cret store in midtown Man¬ 
hattan, said police, who were 
called to the scene after a 
guard noticed a strong odour 
coming from one of the bags 
and found the fetus. 

One of the girls told de¬ 
tectives she was carrying the 
human remains because she 
had delivered a day earlier 
and didn’t know what to do, 
authorities said.

The girls were arrested on 
charges of petit larceny and 


criminal possession of stolen 
property, police said. The 
teen thought to have given 
birth was hospitalized, and 
the other was questioned by 
police.

More serious charges could 
follow, depending on the 
cause of death.

Snowman just an 
old bear’s tale? 


Scientist’s findings. 

DNA testing suggests 
elusive Yeti could be 
a polar bear hybrid 
roaming the Himalayas 


A British scientist says he may 
have solved the mysteiy of the 
Abominable Snowman — the 
elusive ape-lilce creature of 
the Himalayas. He thinks it’s a 
bear. 

DNA analysis conducted 
by Oxford University genetics 
professor Biyan Sykes suggests 
the creature, also known as the 
Yeti, is the descendant of an an¬ 
cient polar bear. 

Sykes compared DNA from 
hair samples taken from two 
Himalayan animals — identi¬ 
fied by local people as Yetis 


The myth will not die 


Professor Bryan Sykes’ find¬ 
ings are unlikely to lay the 
myth of the Yeti to rest. 


• The Yeti or Abominable 
Snowman is one of a 
number of legendary 
ape-like beasts — along 
with Sasquatch and 
Bigfoot — reputed to 
live in heavily forested or 
snowy mountains. 


• Scientists are skeptical, 
but decades of eyewit¬ 
ness reports, blurry 
photos and stories have 
kept the legend alive. 


— to a database of animal gen¬ 
omes. He found they shared a 


genetic fingerprint with a polar 
bear jawbone found in the Nor¬ 
wegian Arctic that is at least 
40,000 years old. 

Sykes said Thursday that 
the tests showed the creatures 
were not related to modem 
Himalayan bears but were 
direct descendants of the pre¬ 
historic animal. 

One of the samples he ana¬ 
lyzed came from an alleged Yeti 
mummy in the Indian region of 
Ladakh, at the Western edge of 
the Himalayas, and was taken 
by a French mountaineer who 
was shown the corpse 40 years 
ago. The other was a single hair 
found a decade ago in Bhutan, 
1,300 kilometres to the east. 

Sykes said the fact the hair 
samples were found so far 
apart, and so recently, suggests 
the members of the species are 
still alive, the associated press

Here’s a reason to get some 
shuteye: A new study suggests 
our brains go on a cleaning 
spree during sleep, flushing 
out gunk that builds up while 
we’re awake.

evolved, spreading out more 
like a tree than a bush. 

When examined with the 
earlier Georgian finds, the 
skull “shows that this special 
immigration out of Africa 
happened much earlier than 
we thought and a much more 
primitive group did it,” said 
study lead author David Lord- 
lcipanidze, director of the 
Georgia National Museum.

Mack Male isn’t sure he 
is the right subject for an 
article on change agents. 
But the soft-spoken Edmon¬ 
tonian, who spends much of 
his free time at a computer 
creating social commentary 
blogs or volunteering on 
downtown-focused commit¬ 
tees, would have to admit 
it — the evidence says other¬ 
wise. 

Just the other weekend, 
for example, Male and part¬ 
ner Sharon Yeo, co-founders 
of the popular What The 
Truck?! celebration of food 
trucks and food truck culture, 
organized a handful of vend¬ 
ors to make 900 free meals 
for the underprivileged at the 
Bissell Centre. The donated 
food, time and effort didn’t 
go unnoticed by those who 
enjoyed a hot meal, or by the 
Bissell Centre staff. 

“The event gave our 


people a sense of normalcy 
— it let them think of some¬ 
thing other than daily sur¬ 
vival,” said Ray St. Amand, 
chief programs officer at 
the Bissell Centre. “And it 
was also important because 
it showed our clients that 
the rest of the community 
cares.” 

Calling himself an un¬ 
abashed Edmonton cheer¬ 
leader, the 29-year-old 
software developer is a key 
presence in the city’s social 
media scene. Male was re¬ 
cently awarded best local 
affairs blog and best pop-up 
event (for What the Truck?!) 
from a weekly news maga¬ 
zine, but it’s not why he 
does what he does — he just 
comes by it naturally, he 
said. 

Thanks to his political 
and social savvy and analysis, 
Male has become a sought 
after speaker by places like 
the U of A campus communi¬ 
cators network. 

“I volunteer my time to 


that, too, and usually just 
ask that an organization 
make a donation. I get a free 
evening once in a while,” 
Male said with a laugh, 
who also volunteers on the 
Downtown Vibrancy task 
force, the Edmonton Food 
Council, and the Poverty 
Elimination Committee. 

“I’m passionate about the 
city. I like to get in and do 
something, not just say I’m 
on a committee.” 

Male indeed walks the 
walk. As a committed down¬ 
town dweller, he conscious¬ 
ly chooses to live near where 
he works, making traffic 
and commuting a thing of 
the past. 

“With What the Truck?!, 
we tiy to get others out 
walking, shopping and so¬ 
cializing, too, to make it a 
more pedestrian-friendly 
city,” Male said.

Canadian Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper headed to Brussels 
on Thursday to conclude a free 
trade deal with the European 
Union, as Canada seeks to di¬ 
versify its trade away from the 
United States. 

EU trade spokesman John 
Clancy said in an email that the 
European Union and Canada 
hope to conclude the free trade 
deal in the “coming days.” 

Harper posted on his official 
Twitter account that Canada 
will “soon” complete nego¬ 
tiations. His office said he will 
meet with the President of the 
European Commission, Jose 
Manuel Barroso. 


Crisis averted 


One thorny issue sur¬ 
rounding the deal was 
overcome Thursday when 
Canada announced it 
would lift visa require¬ 
ments for Czech nationals. 


Yves Leduc, director of inter¬ 
national trade for the Daily 
Farmers of Canada, said he’s 
been told by a Canadian govern¬ 
ment official that an agreement 
in principle has been reached 
and that the European Union’s 
28 members and Canada’s 10 
provinces have to approve it. 

Canada has agreed to per¬ 
mit a doubling of the EU quota 
on cheese exports to Canada 
in exchange for greater access 
for Canadian beef and pork 
producers. Leduc said Can¬ 
ada’s cheese industry is angiy 
because it threatens the fine 
cheese market in Canada.

The working poor. Flat 
wages and rising costs 
means many employed 
people are barely 
scraping by in the U.K. 


Having a job no longer of¬ 
fers a sure route out of 
poverty in Britain, with the 
working poor crushed by 
rising costs and stagnant 
wages, a first of its kind re¬ 
port from the government 
said Thursday. 

The Social Mobility and 
Child Poverty Commission 
report concluded that the 
government must do more 
to help low-paid workers. 
While government policies 
have traditionally focused 
on helping welfare recipi¬ 
ents get work, the missing 


piece of the “policy jigsaw” 
is how to help people who 
are working but not eco¬ 
nomically stable, said Alan 
Milburn, the commission’s 
chair. 

“These are the people 
that heed the urgings of 
politicians of all hues to do 


the right thing, to stand on 
their own two feet, to strive 
not shirk,” Milburn said. 
“Yet all too often the work¬ 
ing poor are the forgotten 
people of Britain. They des¬ 
perately need a new deal.” 

The report concludes 
that 4.8 million workers, 
often women, earn less 
than a living wage. 

Young people have been 
especially hard hit by de¬ 
teriorating economic condi¬ 
tions.

Wary of another Carrie 


Weak remake. There’s 
really no reason to toy 
with a classic — even 
if the cast includes 
Chloe Grace Moretz 
and Julianne Moore 


Richard: Mark, people have 
been asking me about this 
movie for months. But they 
haven’t been asking, “Is it 
good?” They’ve been asking 
me why anyone would re¬ 
make the 1976 classic. After 
seeing it, I’m not sure. The 
new version is a perfectly 
serviceable adaptation of Ste¬ 
phen King’s famous book but 
it doesn’t have the vulnerabil¬ 
ity or frailty that made Sissy 
Spacelc so memorable in the 


title role. First off, what did 
you think of Chloe Grace 
Moretz? 

Mark: Richard, she’s the 
strongest thing in the movie. 
Although no one can com¬ 
pare to Sissy Spacelc, she did 
an admirable job. The ques¬ 
tion isn’t whether this is a 
good film; it’s whether this 
is a necessaiy film. When I 
heard Kimberly Pierce would 
be directing this remake, I 
hoped she would bring some 
kind of post-feminist twist to 
it. But no, she didn’t direct 
the remake; she just coloured 
within the lines. 

RC: Agreed, but there are 
some good moments with¬ 
in those lines. There is a 
sweetness to Carrie, par¬ 
ticularly in the prom scenes 


(pre-pig’s blood) that makes 
the anticipation of what is 
to come all the more tense. I 
liked Julianne Moore’s head 
thumping self-punishment 
scenes. It works in those mo¬ 
ments, but there’s too much 
CGI — the floating books are 
silly — and since when can 
Carrie fly? 

MB: She can now! It’s just 
another example how eveiy- 
thing in the movie is less 
subtle than in the Brian De 
Palma version. The themes of 
religious and sexual repres¬ 
sion — so shocking in 1976 
— seem overcooked now. But 
let’s pretend we know noth¬ 
ing of the original. Does the 
movie work? Sure, to an ex¬ 
tent. The performances are 
good, the last third is exciting 
and full of blood and revenge, 


but it still feels a bit super¬ 
ficial and detached. None of 
my fingernails were harmed 
in the viewing of this produc¬ 
tion. 

RC: Mine either, although a 
mother and daughter knife 
battle made me shift to the 
front of my seat mostly be¬ 
cause it felt more organic and 
less computer generated than 
some of the other displays 
of Carrie’s mad telekinetic 
skills. It felt dangerous in a 
way that the rest of the vio¬ 
lence didn’t. 

MB: And Julianne Moore 
does crazy veiy well, doesn’t 
she? Still, the script gave her 
some passages so clunky that 
even real-life maniac mamas 
would have demanded an¬ 
other draft.

Attention, Friday the 13th 
film fans: Jason Voorhees has 
a heart. (And we don’t mean 
the one impaled on his ma¬ 
chete.) As the famous horror 
franchise’s hockey-masked 
killer and uber-’80s icon, 
stuntman and actor Kane 
Hodder has claimed a lot of 
nubile, teenage victims. But 
off-camera, the scaiy movie 
star is more interested in 
helping survivors. 

Early in his stunt career, 
Hodder received nearly fatal 
burns over 50 per cent of his 
body. So today he raises funds 
for burn survivors through 
the “I Helped Kane” program 
of Scares That Care (scar- 
esthatcare.org), a nonprofit 
that mobilizes the horror 
flick community. And when¬ 
ever the movie convention 
regular visits a major city, he 
visits hospital burn units to 
offer support and understand¬ 
ing to survivors, including 
the inevitably encountered 
super-fan of his frightening 
alter ego. 

We grabbed a few minutes 
with the Ciystal Lake killer 
to talk about the films, fire 
stunts and why his sons are 
chips off the Friday chopping 
block. 

Why do you make a point 
of visiting hospitals when 
you’re touring? 

I was seriously burned 35 
years ago. It’s an injuiy

where, unless you’ve been 
through it, you really have 
no idea what it’s like. Some¬ 
times you get so down and 
negative in the burn unit; 
talking to someone who 
has been there can really 
help. I was visited myself by 
a stuntman, Chuck Couch; 
he didn’t know who I was. 

I had been in the business 
for barely six months. But it 
meant a lot. If I can ever help 
someone like that, I want to. 

I was in the hospital for over 
five months, and for the first 
four I wasn’t in a burn unit. 
It’s critical to be in a quality 
burn unit — and Mass Gen¬ 
eral (Massachusetts General 
Hospital) has one of the best 
in the United States. 

How did that delay impact 
your recovery? 

Things got progressively 
worse, not better. I was in so 
much pain, I got a staph in¬ 
fection throughout the burn 
area, and the doctor told my 
family I might die. He was 
egotistical, and thought he 
could handle my situation. 
Many years later, after I 
realized he f— me over and 
made me suffer because he

It never dissuaded me. 

Maybe it was my ego, 
not wanting to be de¬ 
feated by a certain type, 
but I ended up specializ¬ 
ing in fire stunts. There’s 
really nothing in life that 
scares me! Maybe because 
I’ve been through the worst 
hell I could ever imagine.

How did Adelaide Kane get 
from the far western reaches of 
Australia to be crowned Maiy, 
Queen of Scots? 

In between Kane’s school¬ 
girl years in Perth and her star¬ 
ring role on the CW’s Reign 
(which premiered on Thurs¬ 
day), there was a teenage stint 
on the Aussie soap Neighbours. 
Then her ramen-and-odd-jobs 
struggles in Los Angeles four 
years ago as she tried to break 
into the big time. The dry spell 
she encountered there trig¬ 
gered self-doubt and even anx¬ 
ious migraines. “I was so sick 
of being unhappy,” she recalls. 
“That’s no way to live.” 

She came close to going 
back to Perth and getting back 
in school. Then a final Holly¬ 
wood push bore fruit. Kane was 
cast in Power Rangers R.P.M., 
followed by Teen Wolf. Then 
she got her hands on a script 
for Reign. The role of Mary 
Stuart seemed perfect to her, 
all the more so since Kane’s 
mother is descended from the 
House of Stuart. Kane wangled 
an early audition and was 
signed without anyone else be¬ 
ing looked at. 

“The hours are long and it’s 
hard work, but it’s fantastic,” 
Kane says. “I’ve never been 
happier than in the past year. 
I just need to remind myself to 
breathe!” 

As history reminds us (as 
does Reign, whatever its his¬ 


torical indulgences), Mary is a 
16th-century teenage monarch 
who arrives in the French court 
with her ladies-in-waiting en¬ 
tourage to follow through with 
her arranged engagement to 
the king’s son. Prince Francis, 
which will secure Scotland’s 
strategic alliance with her 
homeland. 

Needless to say, complica¬ 
tions arise and many challen¬ 
ges face Mary — romantic, pol¬ 
itical and life-and-death. 

Kane happily rolls out adjec¬ 
tives to describe her: “arrogant, 
headstrong, vivacious, smart, 
short-tempered, likable.” She 
might also have added that 


Mary, like nearly everybody 
else on Reign, is gorgeous, an 
accomplishment she satisfies 
naturally. 

Enthroned in an easy chair 
for a recent interview, the 
23-year-old Kane reigns with 
porcelain skin, enormous, 
heavy-lidded brown eyes and 
pillowy lips that rival Angelina 
Jolie’s. Shorn of Mary’s royal 
couture, she is dressed down 
stylishly in black jeans and a 
T-shirt that declares “The good 
are never easy, and the easy are 
never good.” 

That might have been a 
credo for Mary, who is called 
upon to be tough, even con¬ 


niving, in a world where she is 
under constant scrutiny, pres¬ 
sure and threat. 

“I love it when you like a 
character and then she does 
something you don’t like and 
you hate her for a while — 
then you love her again,” says 
Kane. “I’d like to see her have 
unlikable moments that the 
audience understands and 
sympathizes with.” 

Almost certainly Kane has 
already played such moments 
— eight episodes of Reign are 
already in the can, with Kane 
about to start her ninth. 

Though certain locations 
are shot in Ireland, the bulk of 


the series is filmed in Toronto, 
with Kane — whose character 
is seldom out of view — put¬ 
ting in long production days, 
arriving at 5 a.m. for hair and 
makeup and not finishing until 
past dark. 

The workload, along with 
her uncertainty about how the 
show will be received, weigh 
on Kane. 

“I Skype with my girlfriends 
back home in Perth,” she says. 
“I’m not really dating because 
I don’t know how long I’ll be 
in Toronto. It’s lonesome. It’s 
isolating.” 

She’s not complaining. 
Just honest. Headlining a

series, even one with a large 
supporting cast (including 
Toby Regbo, Torrance Coombs, 
Megan Follows, Alan Van 
Sprang and Celina Sinden), can 
be all-consuming. And then, in 
the best case, lurk the burdens 
of stardom that are hard to pre¬ 
pare for. 

“I’m really nervous about 
celebrity,” she says. “That it 
will be too much.” But Kane 
leaves no doubt she loves act¬ 
ing. “It’s cathartic for me,” she 
explains. She and her brother 
were raised by a single mother, 
“and I spent a lot of my child¬ 
hood keeping my problems to 
myself. I didn’t want to burden 
my mother. It was difficult for 
me to feel my feelings, so I just 
buried them. Then I found that 
acting was a way for me to get 
them out. 

“But now that I’m a reason¬ 
ably sane adult,” she continues 
with a laugh, “acting is more 
about my trying to engage 
other people: Acting is cathar¬ 
tic for the viewer, as well.” 

“If my performance touches 
someone, or helps someone 
understand themselves a little 
better, or gives them a laugh, 
I feel like I gave them some¬ 
thing,” she sums up. “I want to 
touch people’s fives, and bring 
them along with me.” 
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Is Ireland the key for 
Canada to achieve its 
own TV ‘Golden Age? 



Partnership. An

TV columnist John Doyle in The 
Globe and Mail touched a nerve 
in the production community 
last week when he suggested 
Canada was missing from any 
discussion of “Golden Age” TV 
shows. 

This Golden Age concept 
has been the subject of several 
recent books, including HitFix. 
com critic Alan Sepinwall’s The 
Revolution Was Televised: The 
Cops, Crooks, Slingers and Slay¬ 
ers Who Changed TV Drama 
Forever. The recent spate of 
dark, complex dramas such as 
Breaking Bad, Mad Men and 
The Sopranos has been cham¬ 
pioned as prime examples of 
“auteur television.” The best 
and brightest filmmakers, frus¬ 
trated by studios green-lighting 
nothing but sequels to comic 
book super-hero fare, are now 
taking their pitches to U.S. 
cable TV executives first. 

John Landgraf, president of 
FX (home of such acclaimed 
series as Justified, Louie and 
Sons of Anarchy) says he can’t 


believe the number of feature 
filmmakers who come through 
his door each week. 

One such filmmaker, 
Guillermo del Toro (Pacific 
Rim), is behind a dark drama 
currently shooting in Toronto, 
The Strain. That series is one of 
three new projects seeing FX, 
partnered with Rogers-owned 
FX Canada, invest $100 million 
over the next year in shows 
shot in Toronto and Western 
Canada. Therein lies the an¬ 
swer, perhaps, to Doyle’s ques¬ 
tion. Canada can’t go it alone 
in this Golden Age, but perhaps 
can with another country as a 
production partner. 

Golden Age TV dramas 
aren’t cheap. They generally 
draw relatively small audiences 
in America. Series finales aside, 
10 times as many people are 
generally watching a regu¬ 
lar episode of, say, NCIS than 
Breaking Bad. While Netflix 
or even AMC can use House of 
Cards or Breaking Bad as a loss 
leader to drive their brand (and 
subscriptions), Canadian broad¬ 
casters or specialty stations 
can’t make the same invest¬ 
ment in a market one-tenth the 
size of the U.S. 

A TV alliance between Can¬ 
ada and Ireland may be one 
path to Canadians being dir¬ 
ectly involved in Golden Age 
drama. This is a view cham¬ 
pioned by Morgan O’Sullivan, 
executive producer of Vikings.

Heaping praise on Toronto's Mr X Inc. 

With over six million com¬ 
bined residents, Ireland’s TV 
market is dwarfed even by Can¬ 
ada’s. Their airways are flooded 
not only with American fare 
but also programming from 
the UK. O’Sullivan, a one-time 
radio broadcaster who spent 
years in America working on 
shows such as Hill Street Blues 
and Remington Steele, yearned 
to see his native Ireland play a 
larger role in TV production. 

O’Sullivan was working on 
movies-of-the-weelc with U.S. 
cable broadcaster Showtime 
when he became involved 
with the Canadian produc¬ 
tion company Temple Street. 
This led to discussions about 
developing, in O’Sullivan’s 
words, a “mini MTM” — refer¬ 
ring to the television studio 
which produced such presti¬ 
gious fare in the 1970s and ’80s 
as The Mary Tyler Moore Show 
and Hill Street Blues. The goal 
was to create a production al¬ 
liance to service both Ireland 
and Canada. The initiative was 


launched with what O’Sullivan 
calls “The Tudor Model.” The 
former CBC series The Tudors 
was shot in Ireland using a mix 
of Irish and Canadian actors 
and directors. It aired for four 
seasons in Ireland, Canada and 
the U.S. on Showtime. 

Vikings, also written by 
English screenwriter Michael 
Hirst (Elizabeth), takes the two- 
nation concept a step further. 
Currently wrapping production 
on a second season in Ireland, 
the series is produced in asso¬ 
ciation with Shaw Media. Be¬ 
sides Australian Travis Fimmel 
as lead viking Ragnar Lothbrolc, 
the historical drama features a 
largely Canadian cast, includ¬ 
ing Katheiyn Winniclc, Jessalyn 
Gilsig, Donal Logue and Alexan¬ 
der Ludwig. Canadian director 
Ken Girotti was helming his 
second season two episode this 
week. 

As well, while the series is 


shot over three large sound 
stages at Ardmore Studios near 
Dublin, the dailies are sent by 
satellite to Canada where digit¬ 
al effects are added by Toronto’s 
Mr. X Inc. “They’ve done a bril¬ 
liant job,” says O’Sullivan. “I 
cannot emphasize how much 
they’ve brought to our show.” 
O’Sullivan puts Mr. X’s special- 
effects wizards “right up there” 
with George Lucas’ Industrial 
Light and Magic. 

Canadians get other benefits 
from this alliance. The talent 
appreciate the more relaxed 
shooting schedules. Shooting 
days in Ireland typically run 10 
hours a day, tops, compared to 
14 to 16-hour days in Toronto 
or LA. Ireland’s generous tax 
incentives — just increased in 
this week’s budget — are draw¬ 
ing more productions to the 
area, including Penny Dreadful, 
a new Showtime horror series 
starring Eva Green and Josh 


Hartnett. 

O’Sullivan says he is work¬ 
ing hard to pool the resources 
of Canada and Ireland into 
future TV projects. Whether 
this results in any Golden Age 
TV dramas is hard to say. So 
far, Canadian audiences are 
responding to Vikings. It was 
the number one new scripted 
Canadian specialty debut of 
2013, premiering to more than 
1.1 million viewers. It averaged 
942,000 viewers a week on His- 
toiy, where it will return in the 
new year. Those numbers beat 
even Mark Burnett’s six-part 
miniseries “The Bible,” provok¬ 
ing Hirst to warily joke — echo¬ 
ing John Lennon’s cheeky Beat¬ 
les boast of the ’60s — that his 
show is “bigger than Jesus.” 

Canadians will likely forgive 
Hirst this bit of blarney blas¬ 
phemy if his efforts help bring 
our talent into TV’s Golden Age.

Downsizing. Musicians 
find that performing in 
people's homes is a new 
way to connect with fans 


Greg Ching met his wife, Deb¬ 
orah, listening to musicians 
play in a San Francisco liv¬ 
ing room. They bought their 
home near Nederland, Colo., 
with an eye toward hosting 
live musical performances. 

Since then, Ching has be¬ 
come so committed to his 
14-year-old series, Aspen 
Meadows House Concerts, 
that he welcomed one per¬ 
former in September even as 
Colorado’s flooding knocked 
out his phone and sent eight 
inches of water into his base¬ 
ment. 

Years before, he held an¬ 
other “living room show” 
while a wildfire burned 
nearby. And he spent about 
two years and $20,000 US in 
legal fees defending his right 
to organize private concerts; 
in 2008, Boulder County com¬ 
missioners regulated home 
gatherings, limiting attend¬ 
ance, frequency and hours in 
response to concerns about 
running a business or creat¬ 
ing noise. 

“These living room shows 
are a way of bringing people 
together,” Ching said, ex¬ 
plaining why he didn’t give 
up in the face of fire, flooding 


or government regulation. 
“It’s something about the hu¬ 
man spirit. It’s veiy healing.” 

Enjoying live music at 
home is nothing new. For 
some, it harks back to the 
humble notion of friends 
singing and playing instru¬ 
ments together before the 


days of recorded music and 
radio. For others, it calls to 
mind Europe’s legendaiy sal¬ 
ons, filled with writers, art¬ 
ists and musicians. 

Today, the living room 
show lives on, and for many 
musicians, it’s become an im¬ 
portant way to connect with 


fans and supplement income. 
Hosts don’t charge admission 
as a business would, but can 
suggest that guests make a 
donation of perhaps $10 or 
$15 US to pay the musicians. 
Living room show hosts typ¬ 
ically give all proceeds to the 
performers. 


Helen Gillet, a cellist and 
singer, describes house con¬ 
certs as having an intimacy 
almost like family. “There’s 
something veiy gratifying 
and beautiful about that,” she 
said. “The fans you make in a 
living room setting might go 
that extra mile for you, be-

Sunshine pop? 11 Top? 
Franz Ferdinand's new 
disc is full of surprises

Do not buy the deluxe edition 
of Franz Ferdinand’s latest 
album Right Thoughts, Right 
Words, Right Action. 

That advice comes dir¬ 
ectly from front man Alex 
Kapranos. 

Sure, you may be tempted 
to spend three extra dollars 
for 13 extra songs, but if 
you don’t buy the standard 
10-traclc version you’ll be 
missing the impact of the 
final phrase that Kapranos 
sings on Goodbye Lovers and 
Friends. 

“Oh no,” he says when he 
learns from Metro that the 
iTunes version features live 
renditions of some of the al¬ 
bum’s best tracks and a few 
old favourites. His voice has 
a descending note of dis¬ 
appointment that is hardly 
ever heard in his singing. 

“The album was supposed 
to end with that last line, 
‘Goodbye lovers and friends, 
you can laugh as if we’re still 
together, but this really is the 
end.’” 

That sounds like the sort 
of cryptic last line that would 


be fitting for a band’s swan 
song, but Kapranos insists 
that isn’t so. “We just wanted 
a definitive ending for the 
album,” he says, “not for the 
band.” 

Right Thoughts is quite 


the opposite of an ending 
for the Glasgow quartet. Son- 
ically, it’s a splash of neon 
upon the dark disco blue¬ 
print that initially earned 
the band acclaim at the turn 
of this century. Kapranos 


says it’s because the label 
allowed Franz Ferdinand to 
trust their own instincts. 
“We were under observation 
for our second and third rec¬ 
ords,” he says, “but the label 
left us alone for this one.” 


The album is full of sur¬ 
prises like sunshine pop and 
even a song that draws from 
the unlilceliest of influences. 

“Oh, you mean Evil Eye,” 
asks Kapranos. “Yeah, I could 
see where you’d think that

sounds like ZZ Top.” 

But underneath this free¬ 
dom, and the surf-roclc key¬ 
boards, major chords and 
lush vocal harmonies that 
characterize the band’s fourth 
album, there is something 
menacing. 

A song like Fresh Straw¬ 
berries starts sweetly enough, 
with Kapranos comparing the 
human condition to fruits 
“turning riper in the bowl” 
but quickly turns to the fruits 
rotting and the singer profess¬ 
ing, “I believe there’s nothing 
to believe.” 

As for Kapranos, he says 
the song is about “searching 
for an answer,” but he won’t 
admit whether or not his 
own world view is this cyn¬ 
ical. He will, however, point 
out that not eveiything he 
sings should be taken at face 
value. In Goodbye Lovers and 
Friends he begins by singing, 
“Don’t play pop music, you 
know I hate pop music.” 

“I obviously don’t hate pop 
music,” he says.

Concert film. The next- 
level movie technology, 
also known asUHD, is 
so much sharper that 
it's 'almost unsettling' 


Muse frontman Matt Bellamy 
had to be more than just cam- 
era-ready for Muse — Live at 
Rome Olympic Stadium. The 
British rock band’s new con¬ 
cert film was shot in 4K, which 
meant a whole new level of 
detail. 

“There’s weird things like 
hair and stuff that you prob¬ 
ably would never pay attention 
to,” Bellamy said. “It’s so much 
more noticeably sharper that 
it’s almost unsettling at first.” 

Muse — Live at Rome Olym¬ 
pic Stadium, directed by Matt 
Aslcem, is the first concert 
film released in the new ultra 
high definition format. Also 


called 4K, UHD has a much 
better resolution than regular 
HD and is considered the next 
technological leap in film and 
television. 

Thousands of movies have 
been shot in 4K, but almost 
all of them have been shrunk 
down to HD format before be¬ 
ing screened. Exceptions in¬ 
clude Sony’s 2011 remake of 
The Girl with the Dragon Tat¬ 
too and Will Smith’s sci-fi ad¬ 
venture After Earth. 

Fans will get a first look at 
the Muse film Nov. 5 when it 
debuts in 20 cities around the 
globe, before expanding to 700 
theatres worldwide the next 
day in 2I< and 4K. 

Bellamy said in a phone 
interview Wednesday from 
Costa Rica that the band was in¬ 
spired by U2’s use of then-new 
technology in the 2008 concert 
film U23D, so they decided to 
kick up the production values 
and aim for something a little 
more grand.

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Indie-rock revival: 
Dismemberment 
Plan’s albumless 
decade is at an end 



Comeback. Front man 
Travis Morrison talks to 
Metro about the band’s 
new record — and why 
releasing an album is

Talk about a musical hiatus. 
The Dismemberment Plan, 
a mainstay of the indie rock 
scene in the ’90s and early 
’OOs, broke up in 2003. They 
reunited a couple of years 
ago to tour, and now, more 
than a decade after their last 
record, they’re releasing a 
new album, Uncanney Valley. 

The Plan has grown up a 
lot since the breakup. Bassist 
Eric Axelson has been teach¬ 
ing in public schools, front 
man Travis Morrison leads 
a start-up called Shoutabl 
and sings in church choirs, 
guitarist Jason Caddell works 
as a freelance audio engineer 
and drummer Joe Easley is an 
engineer at NASA Goddard 
Space Flight Center. 

The four practise in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., on the week¬ 
ends as they juggle their 
day jobs with recording and 
performing. They’ll be head¬ 
lining CMJ Music Marathon 
in New York this Friday. Mor¬ 
rison talked to Metro about 
the band’s dynamic over the 
years and the changing tides 
of the music industiy. 

How do you balance your 
day job with rehearsals and 
gigs? 

Well, you know, most bands 
are like that really. I think 
that it’s fan — it’s also tiring 
and you have to focus.... We 
had day jobs for the first five 
to six years of the Plan. You 
just have to try to stay on top 
of your own life. 

Can you tell me about 
Shoutabl? 

It’s a social network for 


bands. We don’t think there 
is one right now. You have to 
cobble together your services 
out of Twitter, Faceboolc and 
Tumblr. But there’s no one 
social network service that 
covers all of that. 

How has social media 
changed the landscape for 
you as musicians? 

Well it’s fun. It’s great. It’s 
a really exciting landscape. 
It’s a different kind of thing. 
Most rock bands are not just 
musical concepts — we do 
T-shirts, make videos ... we 
say weird things — they’re 
almost always multimedia 
enterprises.... (It makes) me 
wonder where some bands 
would have been in 1994 
without Twitter. They’d be so 
lonely. Musicians like Twitter 
because they have quick 
thoughts, but they’re not 
essayists. 

How has the band dynamic 
changed after all of these 
years? 

What I tell everyone is that 
in 1995, we were dating. We 
were a college romance that 
went on a six-year road trip 
and when the road trip was 
over, we had so many bags 
under our eyes. It was fun 
and it was the most awesome 
thing to do when you’re 23. 
Charles Darwin got on the 
Beagle for 10 years. Ten years 
collecting species! I read 
that and I was like, “Oh, you 
were on tour.” But instead of 
playing clubs, he was digging 
up dead butterflies on the 
Galapagos. 

So back then it was veiy 
much that road trip. It was 
veiy much a dating or mar- 
riage-lilce commitment. Now, 
I think it’s much more like 
adults who come together 
who have other things going 
on.... It’s clear that we’re 
friends for life, but at this 
point if the four of us started 
fighting, that would be so 
weird. If we hated each 
other, we would have settled 
that a long time ago. 

It sounds like you’re leav¬ 
ing the door open to keep

reuniting forever. 

Well I mean there’s a hole 
in the wall we could go 
through or not go through. 


• “After a while we were like, 
'Well, hey, when the shows 
are over, why don’t we get 
together and keep jam¬ 
ming?’ We weren't trying 
to be super goal-oriented. 

It was just to have fun and 
that kicked off the process.” 


There used to be a door with 
a padlock and a chain that 
you couldn’t just walk out 
of — it was like a New York 


City apartment door. Now 
there’s no door. Now if the 
inspiration’s there, we’ll 
work together and if it’s not, 
we’ll do other things. 

It’s been 20 years since your 
band formed, and your new 
album Uncanney Valley 
sounds a little different, 
but ultimately you still 
sound like the Plan. Are 
you hoping to gain a new 
fan base or just looking to 
hang onto your devotees? 
We can always hope, can’t 
we? You never know, do 
you? I tend to have an un¬ 


healthily fatalistic attitude 
about my role towards art 
and culture. I don’t think 
you will love me. I don’t 
think everyone is going to 
love what I’m involved with. 

I’ve always used the 
metaphor about the pa¬ 
chinko game. When you’re 
putting your art into the 
culture and you let go of the 
ball — which is finishing 
the record — then you just 
watch it bounce down. I’ve 
had people who love what 
I do and I’ve had terrifying 
media yeehaws against what 
Ido. 

And at this point, I’m 
like, well, I did the best I 
could — let’s drop it into 
the pachinko game and see 
where it lands. Any artist’s 
dream is that everyone who 
ever loved anything you ever 
did loves your record and 
everyone who’s never heard 
of you also buys the record. 
I’ve always never really been 
too worried about it. I just 
want to put it out there and 
give it a chance. 

Your solo album Travistan 
(2004) was slammed by 
Pitchfork. What was that 
like for you? 

It ultimately turned into a 
real positive. It did mean 
that I was kicked out of the 
business for a while. I don’t 
think that was because of 
the review — a review is just 
a review — but the industry¬ 
wide reaction was frighten¬ 
ing and creepy and slightly 
robotic. I’m still talking 
about this review and I talk 
more about it than any 
other review I’ve had in my 
life combined. 

But since I was kicked 
out of the business, I had to 
look for inspiration in other 
things. In indie rock, all 
people wanted to talk about 
was Pitchfork and it wasn’t 
healthy and it was weird. 

So I joined a church choir 
and took Indian art classes 
and tried other things. Had I 
been a moderately success¬ 
ful indie rocker, I might not 
have had that more interest¬ 
ing trip.

To celebrate the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of her breakthrough solo 
debut, Cyndi Lauper is not 
only performing She’s so Un¬ 
usual in its entirety, but she’s 
also sharing stories that may 
make listeners exclaim that 
title phrase. 

“When I recorded She Bop 
I wanted the producers to run 
a wire from the control booth 
to the rehearsal room where 
Kiss had their stuff,” she re¬ 
members. “I felt comfortable 
enough to sing freely because 
I was uninhibited and nobody 
was watching. ... Sol wound 
up actually taking my shirt 
off to feel free, which is hard 
to explain to a man, because 
you grow up and you take 
your shirt off whenever you 
want and women can’t so 



that freedom you never feel 
as an adult.” 

The story even gets a little 
more unusual. 

“Actually, I tickled my¬ 
self to make myself laugh,” 
Lauper reveals with an echo 
of the laugh that’s captured 
in the song. 

“I mean it was so ridicu¬ 
lous I just started laughing. So 
that is the laugh on the song 
and then of course as soon as 
that album became popular 
and She Bop became popular 
then all of a sudden there’s 
a lot of people laughing on 
their albums and I always 
used to think to myself, ‘Well 


I know what I was doing, but 
what were they doing?”’ 

But what is probably most 
unusual about Lauper doing 
an Unusual tour at this point 
in her career is that she has 
achieved so much recently by 
looking forward. 

She wrote the lyrics and 
music for the Broadway 
smash Kinky Boots, which 
won six Tony awards this 
year. 

“With the success of the 
show on Broadway and the 
Tonys I feel like people actual¬ 
ly do want to hear my new 
music, and I have a venue for 
it, so it doesn’t feel like an 
oldies show that I have to do,” 
she says. 

“This is the first time I’ve 
done anything like this and it 
will probably be the last. It’s 
an interesting journey for me 
to look back.” 

Girls Just Wanna Have Fun 
was originally written and 
sung by a man, Robert Haz¬ 
ard, and the message of the 
song was quite misogynistic.

stay true to McCreeiy’s values 
and his love of traditional 
countiy, but he also expands 
his sound and even riffs on 
countiy radio’s current in¬ 
fatuation with songs about 
trucks and beer. 

Album producer Frank 
Rogers, who has worked with 
Darius Rucker and Brad Pais¬ 
ley, said McCreeiy’s music¬ 
al influences, like a lot of 
younger music fans, are not 
just traditional countiy and 
that is reflected in the new 
album. 

“He’s also a college kid 
who has a very diverse iPod 
and playlist,” Rogers said. “I

It’s no secret now that Julian 
Assange isn’t thrilled about the 
new film the Fifth Estate, in 
which Sherlock star Benedict 
Cumberbatch stars as the em¬ 
battled WikiLeaks founder. The 
website even published email 
correspondence between As¬ 
sange and Cumberbatch in 
which the actor sought a meet¬ 
ing with Assange before taking 
the role — only to be asked not 
to do the film. 

Cumberbatch admits that 
his correspondence with As¬ 
sange — who told the Holly¬ 
wood Foreign Press he thinks 
the Fifth Estate is “destined to 
be a box office failure” — was 
brief, and that the gist of As¬ 


sange’s message was that he 
didn’t want Cumberbatch to 
take the role. “It was sort of 
expected, and his arguments 
were very strong. And I had 
some very strong counter-argu¬ 
ments,” Cumberbatch says. 

“I would have loved to 
have met him. I think like 
any artist, being in front of 
a live subject is far more pro¬ 
ductive and informing than 
working from a photograph,” 
Cumberbatch says, a tinge of 


remorse in his voice. “I sadly 
didn’t get the chance to do 
that, but I quite respect his 
standpoint, and I reasoned in 
my communication with him 
that I thought it was not total¬ 
ly well-founded, that I think 
there was a lot to celebrate 
in our version of the stoiy 
because what it does is bring 
back into focus how import¬ 
ant WikiLeaks is as an idea 
and the integrity of that idea, 
personal politics aside.”

In 2006, Marisha Pessl’s 
knockout debut, Special 
Topics in Calamity Physics, 
landed the then-2 7-year-old a 
six-figure book deal, making 
her the talk of the literaiy 
world. Since then, she’s 
toured extensively for the 
book — a can’t-put-it-down 
coming-of-age stoiy about a 
brilliant teen who uncovers 
a tragic secret — and took 


some time to recharge. She 
also shot a few short films 
thanks to a class at the New 
York Film Academy. 

Now, seven years later, 
the author has released a 
followup: Night Film — a 
shadowy thriller following 
the murder of a reclusive 
horror filmmaker’s daughter. 
And if you are the type of 
fan who trawled websites in 



search of discussions about 
Special Topics protagon¬ 
ist Blue van Meer (guilty!), 
you’ll be happy to know that 
Night Film has an interactive 
online component, complete 
with its own app. Obsess 
away. 

Readers had such a strong 
affinity to Blue van Meer. 
Any chance you’ll revisit the 
character? 

Funnily enough, some of the 
characters in Special Topics 
make really brief Hitchcoclc- 
style cameos within Night 
Film. But it’s really just 
the extreme fans who will 
recognize that. I like the 
idea of a fictitious world that 
continues between books. So 
be on the lookout for some 
tortoise-shell glasses. 

You’ve said a Moleskine 
notebook is your bible, 
which is very lo-fi, consid¬ 
ering that Night Film has an 
online component. So are 
you a tech junkie? 

I am to some extent. Night 
Film has multiplatform 
elements (and) I wrote five 
short films, which we have 
online for people who search 
for Stanislas Cordova (the 
filmmaker). 

But Pm also traditional in 
that I think the centrepiece 
needs to be a book and that 
warrants no interruption 
with technology. So ideally 
people will read Night Film 
and then afterwards that’s 
when they’ll explore the app. 

And I still prefer hard¬ 
cover books and paperbacks. 

I can’t read a novel on any 
kind of tablet. I like to feel a 


book in my hand and I like 
to be able to fold a corner 
down. Also, when I read 
a book on an iPad I don’t 
actually feel I’ve read it. It 
doesn’t permeate my being. 

How much pressure was 
there to follow up such a 
massive hit like Special 
Topics? 

I think the pressure was on 
myself. Any kind of anxiety I 
had was simply because I had 
taken so much time off. By 
the time I sat down to write 
Night Film I was completely 
out of shape when it came to 
writing a novel. 

But I’ve since taken on 
a longer-term view, which 
I think I thought of as a 
way not to feel stressed out 
about what I was doing, but 
now I’ve actually come to 
believe it. 

All the writers that I love 
and respect, they are career 
writers. At some point in 
any kind of career, if you’re 
continuing to creatively chal¬ 
lenge yourself, there are go¬ 
ing to be things that are im¬ 
mensely popular and there 
are going to be things that 
people don’t understand. 

But with each attempt 
the writer is pushing him or 
herself and tiying to get to 
the bottom of some central 
truth. I started taking that 
view, that I have to write 
what is compelling to me. 

Certainly I don’t want to 
disappoint my fans, but you 
can’t repeat yourself cre¬ 
atively. At least I don’t want 
to. I want to always challenge 
myself and see what else is 
out there.... It’s very freeing.

Baked potatoes are a nutri¬ 
tious way to eat the vege¬ 
table. Removing the pulp 
and filling them with a Tex 
Mex bean and vegetable 
stuffing as well as some 
melted cheese creates a 
great vegetarian meal.

When is a pumpkin not a 
pumpkin? When it’s a jack-o’- 
lantem, sure, but Halloween’s 
jolly orange elf can be so much 
more. “For me, it’s like my fa¬ 
vourite time of year when you 
see them out in the market¬ 
place,” said Marcie McGoldriclc, 
editorial director of holiday and 
crafts for Martha Stewart Living 
magazine. 

Whether outside or at a 
party, pumpkins are an “icon 
of the season that people really 
tiy to transform eveiy year,” 
she said. “It’s always fun to see 
what people do.” 

Pumpkin bowling 

Decorate butternut squash 
like bowling pins and set 


them up on grass to entertain 
kids. Arm your young guests 
with a smaller variety, sugar 
pumpkins, leaving the stems 
on for easy slinging down the 
“lane,” McGoldriclc suggests. 

“The stems are really 
strong and make it easy for 
kids, and the pumpkins will 
still roll.” Another good kid 
game: pumpkin leap frog, 
she said. 

Pumpkin coolers 

Cut a carving pumpkin open 
about a third down from the 
stem, or wide enough to ac¬ 
commodate wine, beer and 
soda. Clean and fill with ice. 
Insert a plastic or glass bowl 
to prevent leakage or soft¬ 
ening as ice melts. 

Carve out toothy jags 
around the lip for effect. You 
can paint the pumpkin ghost¬ 
ly white or spooky black and 
adorn with store-bought webs 
crawling with faux spiders.

Arrange small pump¬ 
kins, colorful gourds, Indian 
corn and crunchy leaves in a 
windowbox. 

Pumpkin servers 

Cut, scoop, clean and brush 
insides with oil. Season and 
bake on a baking sheet as in¬ 
dividual servers for soup. Or 
use them raw for crudites or 
candy. Punch bowl? Yes, with 
a regular bowl inside. McGol- 
driclc said individual servings 
of stew might also be good in 
a seasoned, softened pump¬ 
kin bowl. 

Pumpkin candle holders 

Pumpkins are often set alight 
by votive candles, but tiy pok¬ 
ing holes and turning them 
into candlesticks. Or cut out 
the stem and nestle a little tea 
candle in the crook of an uncut 
pumpkin.
